DEPRESSION IN THE 
TEA TRADE 


OUT-OF-DATE METHODS LEAD 
0 FALL IN THE MARKET 


CHINA'S LACK OF BUSINESS 

“The principal cause of the depres- 
sion in the Chinese tea trade is’ the 
backward method of tea production,” 
snys the Commission for the Reorgan- 
isation of Shanghal Commercial Or- 
ganisations in the course of a letter 
which they have addressed to the mem- 
bers of the Chinese Tea Guild, who, 
it will be recalled, recently requested 
that steps should be taken to resus- 
citate the Chinese industry and to re- 
store {t to its former prcmlce position 
in the tea trading world, 

In their fetter, the Commissioners 
say that it’ is no wonder that tho 
Chinese have beon ousted from the 
world tea markets. The Ghinese tea 
planters have not been progressive 
enough. They have depended for too 
long on their old and out of date 
methods, ‘Those are the principal 
causes of the depression of the Chinese

trict shows that the fire hazard is a 
bigger problem to the builders than 
speed, and that passengers are begin: 
ning to demand fireproof ships. The 
following protective measures are belng 
considered for new vesaclsi~-. 

Steel nartitions and flooring to 
take the place of the wooden walla 
between cabins, ‘ 

Introduction of a new type of wood 
“with nybestos covering, which is said 
to be past the experimental stage 
and absolutely fireproof, 

Dividing exch vestel into a dozen 
or more sections by fireproof steel 
bulkhends which can be opened or 
closed at a moment's notice. +. 

Introduction of sutomatic fire: 
fighting devices throughout the ship. 

Use of a device whereby the first 
flicker of five will sot off a ganeral 
alarm. 

Captain C. A. McAllister, ef the 
American Bureau of Shipping, summed

THE GERMAN PRESS 
Berlin, October 28. 

All German papers, i peetive 
of their political affiliations, pay a 
warm tribute to the personality and 
the achievements of Prince von 
Billow, who was the Reich's fourth 
Chanvellor and who died in his Bist 
veur after prolonged agony in his 
Roman home. 

The newspapers unanimously em 
phasize the powerful personality 
and the dominant role which the 
deceased played in Germany’s pre- 
war politics and recull his conflict 
with the Kaiser with reward to the 
“Daily Telegraph” interview whieh 
created a tremendous sengacion at 
the time and which Prinse von 
Bulow publicly repudiated—an act 
which deeply humiliuted the Kniser 
and which shortly «afterwards re- 
sulted in the Kaiser's definite break 
with the Prince. . 

Since his retirement, with the 
exceptions of the years of the Great 
War, he has lived chiefly at Rome 
where he owned a beautiful villa 
bulow the -Monte Pincio, The 
Prince's health had been much im- 
paired since ‘the spring of this 
year, when his wife! who was born 
an Italian princess, died—a blow 
from which the aged: statesman 
never fully recovered. 

Both the Reich’s President and 
the German Chancellor . sent their 
expressions of sympathy to the 
tumily of the deceused and it is 
expeeted that the Chancellor will 
attend Prince von Bulow’s inter- 
ment which will take place on the 
family estate near Hamburg, 

Messages of condolence ure arriv- 
ing from all parts'of the world at 
the Bulow villa at Kome including 
telegrams from the King of Italy, 
and the Italian Premier, Signor 
Mussolini. It is understood that the 
Government has decided to provide 
au military guard of honour for the’ 
funeral cortege to the railway 
stution, Prince von Bulow having 
been one of the few foreign knights 
of the Annunziata Order whose 
members, by their initiation be- 
come, in the language of the Order, 
cousins to the King.

Last Night’s -Helena 
May Concert

CANCER, TREATMENT 


Dector on Rays Employed 
To Kill Cells 


Dr. Claude Gouldesbrough, of 
Cavendish Square, London, writing 
to the “Daily Mail,” says:—The nc- 
tual raya which are employed to kill 
the cancer. cells are neither X-raya 
nor radium tays, but a- totally 
different ray, the nature of which 
is‘not quite certain but Is most pro. 
bably a ray near the ultra-violet 
line of the spectrum. 

This ray is- given off by the 
fluorescin salt when the latter is 
excited or “activated” ‘by either 
;X-rays or, more feebly, by radium. 
The X-rays used are of a certain 
distance in’ the body, probably 
about 244 inchea; consequently at 
present there. are cancer: growths 
situated too deep in the body'to be 
treated ‘by - this method - unless 
radium can'be introduced: « °

Mr, Lloyd George, Likeral lead- 
er, said he was a member of the 
Government that Introduced re- 
forms in India and presided over 
the Cabinet that not only wanction- 
ed but framed the ‘declarations in 
reference to the future self-gov- 
ernment of India.- 

There was no question so far 
as Liberals were concerned of 
going back one single inch from 
those declarations, Those de- 
clarations were considered care- 
fully not only by the British 
Cabinet; they were - considered 
duting the war at an Imperial 
Cabinet where there were repre- 
sentatives of. every Dominion in 
the British . Empire, including 
India, : , 

He explained the nature of the 
pledge which was given to India 
and why full partnership was not 
conceded immediately. It was 
owing purely to practical diffi- 
culties, 

The first difficulty was that 
never in the whole histery of 
India had India or any part of it 
ever enjoyctt the slightest mea- 
sure of democratic self-rovern- 
ment until 1919. 

Seconilly, that 95 per cent. of 
the population was Illiterate, and 
thirdly there were as many 
different races, nationalities and 
languages as there were in the 
whole of Europe, _ 

A DISTINCT PROMISE 

All’ these -facts had to be taken 
into account. The, Imperial War 
Cabinet in 1917, with the Prime 
Ministers of all the Dominions 
present, decided that there should 
be accorded to the people of India 
a considerable measure of self- 
government limited, restricted, ex- 
perimental, tentative, but they 
promised and this was where the 
pledge came in gradually, if the ex- 
periment was succesaful, to extend 
it until ultimately India enjoyed full 
partnership in the Empire on equal 
terms with our great Dominions.
